ra COOD-BYE. 
AT TEE COUNTY AGENT'S OFFICE. 


At about 9 o'clock on a certain March morning, 
in the year 1875, a very suspicious-looking indi- 
vidual might bave been seen wendivg his way 
slong the most crowded portion of Clark street. 
This suspicious-lookiog individual was attired 
—well, never mind how he was attired. Buffi- 
cient be it to state that bis dress was conspicu- 
gue only for ite shabbiness. Nor was it any of 
the shabby-genteel sort. It was of the coarsest 


cloth, and very ragged at that, marking out its 


wearer as one of the lowest of the lower order. 
The suspicious-looki individual . walked 
slowly, as if having no particular destination in 
view, bis ruling idea being to steer clear of the 
police. A slouched hat turned down over his 


eyes added to the desperate character of his gen- 


eral appearance, which was one such as few peo- 
ple would like to meet after dark on a lonely 
street. Yet bow deceitful are appearances! 
This vglytooking pedestcian was the wiper 
hereof. In full disguise, I was taking « turn 
upon the streets, preparatory to a certain expe- 
dition against the Cook County Poor- House. 


Amid the passing throng upon the sidewalk I 
noticed acquaintances from time to time, but 


easily escaped their observation. Once, how- 
ever, I experienced great trepidation ; for, on 
turning upon a cross-street, I met face to face a 
prominent journalist of this city. He bestowed 
a passing stare upon me, and hastened on with- 
out recognition. After that I felt easier, and 
cocked my hat back wifh brazen assurance. 
leaching 
A LITTLE COFFEE-BOOTH 

on State street, I determined on a bolder move, 
and therefore entered and calied for a cup of 
coffee. This shop was simply s parrow shanty 
with a table on one side and a counter on the 
other, leaving a passage about 3 feet wide be- 
tween them. A common cook-stove filled up 
the rear of the shop, being about 10 
feet to the door. Aa I entered, a robust young 
man in poor clothes was seated at the table, 
making a breakfast out of coffeo and pie, and [ 
wiited until he bad finished, as there was room 
for only ove at the table. When he was through, 
and before be left his chair, an animated discue- 
tion arose between him and the old man who 
kept the shop in regard to the number of pieces 
of pie that the former had eaten. The robust 
young man fixed the number at three, while the 
old man claimed pay for five. At my suggestion 
the matter was finally settled by splitting the 
difference,” al Jj have to this day no doubt 
that the young man rea ly did eat five pieces of 
pie. For my part I could not swallow any of tue 
old man's delicacies, and left the coffee after one 


taste. Since then I have drunk tea and coffee as | 


much worse than that as that was inferior to the 
average quality. 

At about II o'clock I sauntered over the Adams 
street bridge, and plodded up to 

THE COUNTY AGENT'S OFFICE 
on Canal street. My chief anxiety now lay in 
Passing the ordeal necessary to become, as one 
might say, a “free and accepted” pauper. 
Hence, although the time for the dus to 
start for the Poor-House wag o'clock, I deter- 
wined to be on band eariy. 

F:om the moment when the County Agent's 
office is opened until the time for closing i.s in- 
terior presents a |i and an interesting scene. 
The o is one of the great avenues of public 
charity. Here congregate daily all of that class 
of people who are either tem distressed 
for lack of work, or wuo, though sick and de- 
erepid, are yet too proud to go to the Poor-House. 
There is never any perceptinie change in tbe 
number. The long, low room is always jammed 
fall of people, standing in rows and waiting their 
turn. Almost without exception they are women 
and childien, and as fast as cue is supplied with 
tickets she goes down in the basement to get her 
rations, while another tekes her place. 
Standing with my back against the wall, I had 
ample time and opportunity to inspect 
THIS STRANGE ASSORTMENT OF HUMAN BEINGS-— 
this which developed with painful 
turdiness. The majority of the women were 
Trish, as might be expected, and their native 
coatseness and vulgarity knew no repression of 

They laughed, cursed, 


their own woes, 


Nove 80 kind to their own children, none so in- 
tolerant to those of others. Many of them were 


women, weak and wao from 

veacs. Oftentimes these would get sboved aside 
by some strapping Irishwoman. I noticed one 
or widow—at least. I judged ber a widow from 
her ase could aot oven get back in the 
line after being thrust out in this way, but was 
forced to go mack to the end and begin over 
acain, entailing an additional two hours of weary 


waiting.

At 6 o'clock on the following morning some- 
thing kicked me.

Several 
shivering wretches told me that they had re- 
peatedly tried to get clothes from the Assistant 
Warden, but bad mever succeeded, although the 
store-room was filled with clotaiug.

‘THE POTTER’S FIELD. 
THE PAUPER’S LAST HOME. 
There is always a dismal kind of romance at- 


tached to the paaper’s burial-piace. There is 
something in its ancient name, in its utterly 
sorrowful and cheeriess character, that bas ren- 
dered it pecaliarly adapted to the wants of the 
novelist and the diamatis:. tence the Potter’s 
Tield has figured from the oldest times ia fiction. 
Even poetry has been employed to dress up its 
sombreness, and edd to its unreal. reality. 
The coffin of the drunkard rattling over 
the pavement to the pauper’s grave-yard is 2 
common frontispiece upon temperance tracts, to 
stir the hearts of the rising generations agains 
the terrible effects of the intoxicating Lowl. 
And, it may be added, however often the picture 


is produced in the mind, whether by tract, or 


tale, or ruyme, or sermon, it is always fresh and 
effective. It may not always remain a lesson, 
but it invariab'y provokes a shudder. 

When we analyze this profound feeling cansed 
by the mere picture of the Potter's Field. it ts 
easily seen that this sensation of mingled pity, 
diagust, avd horror is not against the Field as a 
cometery. It is at che idea of dying friendless. 
forlore, and unknown. To those people who 
are actuated in their daily lives by ambition, 
yearnings for fame, establishment, and popu- 
larity, the Potter’s Field is most horrible. The 
poor aad ignorant resist it from traditional 


pride. 

The cemetery attached to the Poor-House is 
also the receptacie forthe unknown dead from 
every part of Cock County. Being so distant 
from the city, it is little visited except bv 
During my brief sojourn at the Foor-House, I 
mala ed to see it under circumstances wnich, if 
not of the most egreeable nature, were certainly 
lateresting aud novel.

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ANOTHER COUNTY JOB PROPOSED. 

We understand that the Committee having 
the matter in charge is being strongly pressed 
and urged to recommend to the County Board 
that the county shall rent some building or 
buildings in the city, er a portion of several 
buildings, at a rental of not less than $25,000 
a year, for the accommodation of the Circuit 
and Superior Courts. 

This is a job. The Courts are. now located 
in the City-Hall, where they have been since 
its construction shortly after the fire of 1871. 
The ground and building belong to the city, 
which has charged the county only 
nominal rent for the large amount 
of room it occupies. It is not pro- 
posed to advance the rent. The fact is 
that the property belongs to the tax-payers 
of Chicago (who constitute both city and 
sounty practically), and it is used for their 
benefit. It is now proposed to abandon this 
property, which would be useless for any 
other purpose, and compel the tax-payers to 
pay $25,000 a yehr for the next five years, 
besides large incidental expenditures which 
might be saved. 

The reasons assigned for the proposed re- 
moval are bad ventilation and insecurity of 
the vaults from possible fire. If these objec- 
tions really existed, and were insupera- 
ble, they would justify a removal, even 
at the great expense involved. But one of 
them does not exist, and the other may 
be overcome very easily. The vaults are 
not only not insecure, but they are probably 
the best vaults in the city or State, and are 
certainly the most spacious. They are formed 
from the walls of the old reservoir, around 
which the City-Hall is constructed, and are 
of immense thickness; they were built orig- 
inally to sustain a large and heavy body of 
water, and are consequently altogether more 
solid and substantial than the ordinary vault 
walls of first-class business blocks.

The cost of leaving the Courts where they 
are is nil, for the expenditure to secure better 
ventilation will be no more for the present 
building than for a new building. As this is 
the only valid objection to the present loca- 
tion, and as it can be overcome at trifling 
expense, we feel justified in denouncing the 
proposed expenditure of $185,000 as a profli- 
gate job, conceived in the interest of some 
person or persons with unrented buildings on 
their hands. ‘We protest against it in the 
name of every tax-payer of Cook County. 

THE NEW MONETARY SYSTEM. 

It is difficult to treat the proceedings of 
the Cleveland Convention, which has just or- 
ganized “the Independent party,” with 
seriousness. The party may be said to have 
its central power in Indianapolis, where 
dwells its expectant candidate for the Presi- 
dency. The entire platform of the party is 
founded upon what is styled a new mone- 
tary system,” which reads as follows: 

It ia the duty of the Government to establish & 
monetary system based on the faith and resources of 
the nation, in harmony with the genius of this Govern- 
ment, and adapted to the industrial and commercial 


needs of the country. To this end the notes of all Na- 
tional and State Banks should be withdrawn from cir- 


„ | culation, and paper money issued by the Government 


directly to the people, in payment of the Government 
obligetions, without the intervention of any system of 
banking corporations, which money shall be legal 
tender in payment of all debts, publie and private, 
duties on imports included, except that portion of in- 
terest and principal of the present public debt that is 
by express terms of the law creating it made payable in 
metellic money; this money to be interchangeable at 
the option of the holders with reyistered Government 
ponds bearing a rate of interest not exceeding 4.65 per 
cent per annum. 

This system contains four propositions: 
First—A monetary system based on the faith 
and resources of the nation, in harmony with 
the genius of this Government.” Leaving 
out of view the genius of the Government as 
a poetical rhapsody having no particular 
meaning, we are to understand that the re- 
sources and faith of the Government are to 
be the foundation on which the system is to 
rest. Second—That all bank-notes are to be 
prohibited and “paper money” issued by 
the Government directly to the people. 
Third—This paper money” to be a legal 
tender in payment of all debts, includiug du- 
ties on imports, except in payment of such 
interest and principal of the publie debt as 
has been contracted to be paid in gold. 
Fourth—This paper money to be interchange- 
able for registered bonds bearing interest at 
the rate of 3.65 per cent. Before proceeding 
to examine this pletform it is well to under- 
stand the condition of affairs to which it is to 
be applied. 

We have a public debt which, excluding 
the bonds issued to the Pacific Railroad Com- 
panies, amounted, Jan. 1, 1875, to $2,251,. 
690,468. Of this sum $497,000,000 bore no 
interest, $14,000,000 bore 3 per cent interest 
in paper, and $1,719,000,000 was represented 
in bonds. Of all this debt represented in 
bonds, the law creating it required the inter- 
est and principal to be paid in coin, except 
the 5-20 bonds of 1862, which were author- 
ized before the greenbacks were invented or 
made legal tenders. No mention of coin was 
made in the law authorizing their issue, be- 
cause nothing but coin was then known to 
the law. Of the whole bonded debt, there 
is none upon which there is any ques- 
tion as to the contract to pay in coin 
save these bonds of 1862, of which 
there were in December last only 
$169,000,000 outstanding, and of this sum 
$35,000,000 has been called in since, leaving 
only $129,000,000 yet to be taken up. These 
are the only bonds whose character as gold 
bonds, interest dd principal, has not been 
defined by law. Admitting that these, by an 
act of bad faith and a violent construction of 
law, may be lawfully redeemed in legal 
tenders, they form but an insignificant por- 
tion of the whole debt. The interest on 
them must be paid in gold, because the greén- 
backs have never been a legal tender in pay- 
ment of interest. 

The new monetary system is to be applied 
to this condition of things. Having abolished 
all other forms of currency, it requires the 
issue of legal-tender United States notes di- 
rectly to the people.” Of .course the people 


in exchange for them. They must surrender 
their bonds, or they must render service, or 
exchange property for them. The ordinary 
expenses of the Government are 8160, 000, 000 
a year, exclusive of interest on the debt, 
and these, we suppose, are to be paid with 
paper money. The Government is also to 
receive them in payment of duties on imports 
in place of gold. In short, the new system 
substitutes what it calls paper money for 
all other forms of money known to the world, 
except, as we have shown, in the payment of 
interest and principal of the bonded debt. 
As this interest, amountingin round numbers 
to $100,000,000 a year, has to be paid in gold, 
that much coin will have to be purchased, 
and, instead of receiving it at par for taxes on 
imports, under the new system, the Treasnry 
will go into the market and purchase it with 
greenbacks. The importance of this change 
will depend somewhat on the value 
which the legal tenders will have in 
exchange for gold. They are now worth 
88 cents on the dollar, and when 
the new monetary system will go into effect 
they will, in all probability, have a less value, 
—say, for illustration, 75cents,—in which case 
it will require $131,000,000 in legal tenders 
to purchase the $100,000,000 of gold to pay 
the annual interest on the debt. This will 
be equivalent to an addition of nearly one- 
third to the present rate of interest on the 
public debt. 

But justice requires that it should be stated 
that all the legal tenders issued under the new 
system may be regarded as clear profit, —they 
are ‘never to be redeemed. It is true the

part of the Government; it is to bo money,’ 
to take the place of coin, and, like coin, when 
once issued, to need no redemption or pay- 
ment, or be of further concern to the nation. 
The new monetary system does away with 
notes, obligations, and debts by the nation. 
It deals only with money. It abolishes coin, 
and metallic money, and everything embody- 
ing labor value, and substitutes therefor 
„paper money,“ not paper promises to pay, 
nor paper notes or paper evidences of debt ; 
all these things are abolished ; but it pro- 
vides for paper money; which paper money 
once issued is no longer a charge upon the 
nation, but, like coin, the property of who- 
ever may hold it, to do with it as he please, 
to sell it, or hoard it, or exchange it for what- 
soever he may need or can get. We submit 
to the intelligence and common sense of all 
classes of the community, and especially of 
the great bulk of the people who live upon 
their daily earnings and wages, the probable 
condition of affairs when coin and coin val- 
ues will be abolished and money will con- 
sist exclusively of mere pieces of paper ro- 
deemable at no time or place, and not even 
bearing the character of a promise, or even 
the evidence of a debt. How many reams of 
such st it take to buy a dinner ? 


THE NEW HAMPSHIRE ELECTION. 

Now that the dust and smoke of the battle 
in New Hampshire have cleared away, it is 
possible to ascertain results and see how the 
two parties stand. The Democrats have 
elected two of the three Congressmen,— 
numerically a gain of one, but practically of 
no importance, considering the majority the 
Democrats already have in the House, this 
one having been gained owing to the per- 
sonal, not political, unpopularity of his op- 
ponent. The Republicans have secured the 
joint ballot in the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor, and the Democratie majority of last 
year of 1,500 votes has been wiped out. This 
result shows that the Democratic current has 
come to a stand-still, and that the party has 
had a set-back. It is substantially a Re- 
publican victory. There was no reason 
why the Democracy should not have 
achieved a decisive victory in New Hamp- 
shire,—a victory as extensive as those which 
occurred in November. They were in power 
in the State. They had the precedents of 
November to work upon. Their election 
took place immediately after the adjournment 
of a Congress which, to say the least, had 
not been a popularone. They had vigorously 
canvassed the State with Northern and South- 
ern orators, firimg the popular heart. There 
was also no reason for the Republicans to ex- 
pect to carry it. They fought in a forlorn 
hope. They not only contended with the 
Democratic party in power, but with the Re- 
publican blunders and mistakes. The result 
shows areaction. The current has stopped in its 
onward course and turned the other way, — 3 
most ominous symptom for the Democracy. It 
shows that, notwithstanding the present fail- 
-ures and mistakes of the Republicans, the 
people are hesitating about placing the Gov. 
ernment in the hands of the Democracy. 
Their professions of reform are at a discount ; 
there is a lack of faithinthem. It shows 
that the deluge of November was not com- 
pletely overwhelming. It gives the Repub- 
licans of New Hampshire a position from 
which fhey can hardly be dislodged, and it 
argues that, notwithstanding the reverse of 
lant year, the Republican party is still alive, 
strong in the popular ¢onfidence, and that its 
principles are still necessary to the welfare of 
the Government. Wherever the Democrats 
are in power they show no improvement upon 
the Republicans, but have done worse, and 
the New Hampshire election only proves that 
the people are already beginning to distrust 
their protestations of reform. 

HOW TO BUILD UP ODE. SUBURES. 

The entire success of the experiment of 
running cheap trains for workingmen on the 
Boston Railroad should not be lost on men 
interested in suburban real estate here—or 
anywhere, Every latge city contains thou- 
sands of workingmen who live with their 
families in damp, dirty, unsunned tenements, 
on undriined and unpaved alleys. Their 
homes are squalid, destitute of attraction. 
The men themselves seek relief from their 
dismal rooms in the saloon, and their chil- 
dren run away to the schools of the street. 
They pay for these wretched hovels a sum 
‘which would yield à good percentage to any 
holder of suburban real estate who should 
rent them a small house and good-sized plot 
of ground at the same rates, If they should 
move into the country, the gain in health, 
comfort, and chances for intellectual and 
moral growth would be great, very great. 
Moreover, the hegira of part of the work- 
ing classes into the suburbs would 
enable those who remained in the city to get 
better lodgings at ¢heaper. rates. Three 
things prevent such an exodus from Chicago 
to our suburbs. Trains do not run at such 
hours that a man can come into town, do a 
full (artisan’s) day’s work, and get back home 
in time for tea; faree are too high; and 
there has been no organized effort to attract 
mechanics, clerks, and laborers, to any par- 
ticular suburb. A great profit waite for the 
owner of a suburb who will persuade the 


in slips of twenty, and no money is taken on 
the cars. In 1874, the number of persons 
who used these trains was 266,560. The net 
profits were $7.15 per trip. The class of 
persons carried has steadily improved. At 
first there was some prejudice against the 
„ workingmen’s trains.” For a time women 
rarely traveled by them. There is no trace 
of this feeling now. The cheap trains have 
not made money at the expense of the regular 
trains, They have created a new class of 
travel, Workmen have moved into the 


‘suburbs, and the old residents there go to the 


city more frequently than they did. The 
cheap trains have contributed to the pros- 
perity of the railroad, the suburbs, the city, 
the workingmen, and so of society in gen- 
eral. | ! 

KANSAS AND HER SUFFERERS. 

The country has been distressed at the re- 
peated announcements of the destitution in 
the western parts of Kansas, caused by the 
ravages of the grasshoppers last fall. Ap- 
peals have been issued by numerous organi- 
zations imploring immediate relief for the 
wholly destitute and provision for the com- 
ing season in the way of seed. The number 
of destitute needing flour, clothing, and fuel 
has been variously estimated, and by some as 
high as thirty thousand persons. These peo- 
ple have had no assistance save such as 
has been voluntarily contributed by the 
humane and charitable of other States. 
Clothing, money, and provisions have 
been forwarded in large quantities from 
time to time. In the early part of January 
the Legislature of Kansas met, and the sub- 
ject was brought to its attention, not only 
by the Governor, but ky the members repre- 
senting the suffering portions of the State. 
The winter has been an unusually severe one; 
and after,being sixty days in session the Leg- 
islature, notwithstanding the incessant ap- 
peals of the starving and perishing people, 
and the confessed want of seed forthe coming 
season, adjourned without taking any action. 
The bill appropriating the $100,000 surplus 
revenue in the Treasury was defeated, not be- 
cause of any question as to the power of the 
Legislature, or any doubt as to the duty of 
the State thus to provide for her own afflicted 
citizens, but because of a difference of 
opinion as to the justice of making the 
amount thus distributed a charge, in the 
nature of a debt, on the counties in which 
the money was used to feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, warm the freezing, and 
farnish seed for the crop of 1875. Unable to 
get a mortgage on the property of those ro- 
lieved to secure the return of the money thus 
advanced, the Legislature adjourned, leaving 
the destitute to suffer from want, and to go 
without seed for their crops. 

The same Legislature was liberal in its ap- 
propriations for public buildings, salaries, 
and the payment of claims, but voted nothing 
for the suffering people who had been visited 
by the calamity, and they passed resolutions 
thanking the benevolent of other States who 
had sent aid to Kansas, but gave noaid them- 
selves. 

This proceeding is most extraordinary, and 
one which the State will have cause to regret. 
It will have a serious effect im checking pri- 
vate aid. It will be accepted by the country 
as susceptible of two interpretations: first, 
that no Legislature would have thus acted 
had they any faith that the destitution existed 
with the severity represented; and, second, 
that the Legislature sought to throw the 


upon the kindness and benevolence of the 
people of States, cities, and communities out- 
side of Kansas. Either conclusion must be 
fatal to the credit of the State. 


A LESSON FOR WORKINGMEN. 

The experience of the puddlers strike in 
Pittsburg, which has lasted all winter, should 
not be overlooked by workingmen in any 
section of the country, nor in any branch of 
industry. It is a startling epitome of the 
want and suffering which the laboring classes 
may bring upon themselves by ignorant judg- 
ment and ill-temper. It is a solemn warning 
against the indulgence of mere prejudices 
and the assertion of unreasonable demands, 
at the sacrifice of employment, savings, and 
the comforts and happiness of home. It is 
another and conspicuous example of the in- 
efficacy of “strikes” as a means to enforce 
compliance with demands that exceed the 
limits of ordinary prudence and profit. It is 
a new and conclusive proof that, however 
much capital may suffer in a dead-lock and 
enforced suspension of business, the labor- 
ing classes suffer a hundredfold more. 
Strikes are utterly inadequate to the adjust- 
ment of the relations between employers and 
the employed; the former may sustain a 
serious loss of capital and the interest there- 
on, but the latter suffer the loss of bread for 
themselves and those dependent upon them. 


strike is a just one; when the strike is the 
result of excessive and unreasonable de- 
mands on the part of the sixikers their loss 
is all the greater, for the employers can 
better afford to allow their capital to remain 
idle than to use it at a loss. 

The Pittsburg strike shows the far-reach- 
ing nature of the resulting calamity. The 
number of puddlers who refused to work at 
the rates offered was only 1,700, but it is es- 
timated that their action threw 20,000 men 
out of employment in and abont Pittsburg, 
and 60,000 men throughout the country, 
whose employment depended upon the orig- 
inal work of the puddlers. The strike arose 
from the unwillingness of the workingmen to 
bear their share of the losses incident to the 
panic. Iron went down to a figure where it 
was no longer profitable to employ puddlers 
at the old wages, which were $6.50 per ton. 
The employers notified the puddlers that they 
could not afford to pay $5.50; the pud- 
diers demanded $6 or nothing. Work was 
stopped at the iron-mills, and consequently at 
the factories working up iron into all sorts of 
utensils. The puddlers thought the price of 
iron would increase, owing to the falling off 
in production, On the contrary, it decreased, 
and the owners of the mills are not able to- 
day to pay more than $4.50 a ton, while the 
men might have had work during most of the

Put the workingman upon the efforts of to- 
day alone, unassisted by the savings of past 
efforts ; repeat the operation from day to day, 
and he would be a sorry and wretched crea- 
ture. He would stand out in the world naked. 
He would have no clothes to keep him warm. 
He would have no tools to begin with. He 
would have no raw material to work up. 
He would have no shelter to cover him, He 
would have no food to sustain him. He 
would start single-handed and alone, with the 
bare ground and his two hands as his only re- 
sort. He could not stand idle, for the neces- 
sities of nature are continuous and exacting, 
and he would be forced to work under the 
conditions we have named, It is the product 
of past efforts which some one has saved 
that furnishes him with clothes, and food, 
and shelter, and raw material, and 
tools, and thus makes his present efforts a 
thousand times more productive than they 
would be otherwise. Is not capital, then, 
which is the term applied to the savings of 
past efforts associated with present efforts, 
entitled to the same respect as labor, which 
is present effort encouraged and helped by 
the savings of past efforts? Is there any 
reason why capital should sustain all the 
loss in bad times, and labor none? Shall 
misfortune be visited upon past efforts alone, 
and savings thus made unattractive, while 
present effort shall be rewarded always the 
same? It was the gross ignorance of the 
Pittsburg puddlers which betrayed them into 
this sophism. They chose idleness and total 
waste rather than bear their proportion of 
the decline in the nominal price of 
the commodity they helped to produce. 
They overlooked the fact that, if they would 
receive fewer dollars for their work, the 
money would have more purchasing power, 
and that $5.50 last year would go as far as 
$6.50 before the panic in purchasing the neces- 
saries of life. What in fact they demanded 
was an advance of wages, and that too in the 
face of the panic and hard times. The $6 
which they insisted upon would buy more 
last winter than $6.50 would purchase in 
1873, before the panic, when everything was 
inflated and dear. 

The waste of labor and eapital thus in- 
volved in a cessation of work has reduced the 
stock of woalth and lessened the producing 
eapacity of labor—present effort—to the ex- 
tent of this destruction, which is estimated 
in Pittsburg at ten millions, 

The only peaceful and profitable solution of 
differences between employers and employed 
in iron-making and coal-mining is a fair dis- 
tribution, according to results, of the prof- 
its of the industry in question. In some 
branches of industriesthis can be determined 
by a sliding scale of prices, according to 
which wages shall rise and fall with the mar- 
ket price of the commodity produced; in 
others, arbitration at any time there is dis- 
satisfacfion on the part of employer or em- 
ployed is mors practicable. The principle is 
the same in both cases, and is entirely just 
and equitable. @ working classes have it 
in their power to secure this adjustable 
system of pay whenever they shall have over- 
come their absurd hostility to capital, and 
learned that strikes are only productive of 
total waste, in which they suffer infinitely 
more than their employers. 


SPELLING-MATCHES. 

The latest mania which has seized upon 
Young Ameriea is that of spelling-matches. 
They have spread as rapidly as the epizootic 
did. It is an old custom which had fallen in- 
to disuse, but has been revived with a rapid- 
ity which is truly astonishing. Commencing 
in New England, only a few weeks ago, they 
have quickly spread to the West, the last 
place to be attacked being Nebraska. The 
object of these matches is a very excellent 
one, the proceeds and rewards being given 
to the poor. They are innocent in charac- 
ter, not liable to lead people into 
temptation, and are cheap and tranquilizing, 
They do not excite the passions, keep people 
out very late at nights, or distract their at- 
tention from business. In these respects 
they are much to be preferred to church lot- 
teries, religious raffles, Jarley wax-works, and 
other similar modes of spreading the Gospel 
into heathen lands. Some of tlie facts con- 
nected with these matches are very peculiar. 
Although nearly all women are accustomed 
to have bad spells at times, they almost in- 
variably come off victorious in these matches, 
and put down the tyrant man without 
any difficulty. Men of literary pretensions 
have been floored with “flaccid,” flageo- 
let,”  ** ballast,” “balance,” “privilege,” 
‘‘ capillary,” ‘* colossal,” ‘‘ correlate,” ap- 
pall,” and even little monosyllabic words, 
hurled at them by the gentler sex. At a 
spelling-match in Indianapolis, the other day, 
Prof. W. O. Bu, editor of the School 
Journal, and formerly Superintendent of the 
Educational Department of the city, spelled 
“allege” with a d,“ and, upon his retire.

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Tub FAELE OF WILLIAN TELL 

Ancient historians were, as a rule, more of 
erat ort than of critics. Modern historians care 
Jesse for eloquence than for truth; and where 

do not, it is at the risk of their reputation 
4 world of letters. The marvelous may 
satiefy men who have not as yet aitained to any 
gorrect idea of the reign of Law, in human ne- 
gure as in the rest of creation. It is looked upon 
with suspicion by those who have, and admitted, 
when at all, only after the most searching 
gerutiny. The ages of fable and periods of un- 
doubted history are no longer confounded. 
Iconoclastic critics are everywhere busy destroy- 
ing the superbuman heroes of every couatry's 
early times, or explaining away their existence. 
Hercules, Theseus, Romulus, ani Remus, and « 
host of others, have been relegated to the region 
of poetry by the close students of Grecian and 
Roman history. 

For many of the famous characters 
thus resolved into thin air — — 
genuine regret; but for no one of we 
so sorrow as for the intrepid Tell. Yet with 
bum. too, we must part. Our only consolation is 
that, ummortalized by Schiller, poetry will ever 
claim bum as her own, aod that humanity will 
cherish him as one of her ideas thing still of 
flesh and blood, since, although be never had 
any real being, be is a real human creation, 

The critical study of the origin of the Swiss 
Confederation, by such men as Albert Rilliet, 
Henri Bordier, Secretan, Vancher, Hungerbueb- 
ler, Kopp, Wees, and Mare-Mondier, has ex- 
ploded the story of Teil. Fifty years ago the 
history of Switzerland invariably began with two 

+ that of the three Swiss aud that of 


“~Wilhem Tell. It would then have been a ven- 


turesome thing to question them. They were 
revered as sacred. A century or more previous 
it would have been a still more dangerous 
attempt. Yet, even then, there were those 
who did not attach full faith to 
them. Guilliman, a historian, who 
wrote An Ancient History of Switzerland ” 
about the end of the sixteenth century, was the 
firet to express doubts as to their truth; but 
this he did, not in his history, but in a letter to a 
friend. He says: As to your inquiry about 
Tell, although in my book on the ancient history 
of Switzerland I have conformed io all that 
soncerxe him to the vulgar tradition, 1 must 
gay, that, after matare reflection, I consider the 
whole story a pure fable, and all the more asl 
bave not yet been able to discover a writer or 2 
ebronicler more than a ceatury old that mentions 
his name. The people of Uri are not agreed 
among themselves as to the place where Tell 
lived ; aod they have no information whatever 
to give concerning bis family or his descendants, 
although many other families which ascead to 
the same epoch are still in existence.” 

Guiliman was wise in his roticence; for 
when, later, Frendemberger published his pam- 
phiet, “Willmm Tell: A Danish Fable.“ his 
little work was burned publicly at Altorf by 
ordor ot the Magistrates ot Uri. The Swiss of 
to-day dre less sensitive as regards their fabu- 
lous hero. Prof. Kopp, of Luzerne, although in 
his history of the federal alliance he rejected 
all the popular beliefs of his countrymen relative 
to their ancient history, was honored by them in 
life as his memory is among them since be has 
gone. After his day, there have been other 
gleaners in this field of history, and to their 
labors itis owing that in the learned world 
there are no more believers in the beautiful 
story of William Tell. The poets alone will not 
let him die. 

But if the story of our hero bes fiction, how 
did it arise, and what can be made to take its 
place? These two questions M. Rilliet has 
enswered,—the first by tracing the history of the 
fable itself from its beginning, through all its 
changes, till it became crystallized by Mueller in 
prose and immortalized in verse by Schiller. 

It was not the popular fancy that gave birth to 
the history of William Teli. If it were, it would 
not be entirely baseless. The popular fancy does 
not, as M. Mare-Mounier remarks, invent every- 
thing. It may embellish; but under the embel- 
lishments there is a kernel of fact. This does 
not seem to have been the case in the instaace of 
William Tell, and this he very aptly ilinstrates by 
the myths concerning Garibaldi among the laz- 
taroni of Naples. Before his arrival there it 
was the belief among them that he had accom- 
plished many a feat worthy of a Hercules. It 
was told how be had swam to, boarded, and, in- 
le- handed, captured, a British vessel; how at 
Villetai he had only to show himself on his white 
charger to put Ferdinand II. and the Swie* to 
flight; how nothing could hurt him; how the 
balls were stopped in the folds of his red shirt, 
and how, by shaking himself after a battle, they 
flew all about bim like leaden hailstones; how, 
one day, leaving Sicily, he came into the middle 
of the Bay of Naples in his schooner and took 
possession of the Royal fleet, etc., etc. 

If such a thing be possible in our own days 
among the uncultivated, we may be sure it was 
much more so in times past. But it does not 
deem that it was with the people that the Tell

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not one of these men ever heard of William Tell 
er ofthe three Swies. Nor is it only the chroni- 
Glers that are silent about Tell. No poet chants 
his praises before the second half of the at- 
teenth century.

Voltaire showed, a long time since, that the 
origin of this tale is Danish. Tokko, a soldier 
of King Harold, boaéted one day at table that 
he could at any time strike an apple on the point 
of a stick at the very first shot. Hie rivals re- 
ported his boast to the King, who ordered 
that the apple should be placed, not 
on the point of a stick, but on the head of 
Tokko's own child. If the father did not hit it 
the first time he made the attempt, he was to 
lose bis life. Tokko, compelled to obey the in- 
iquitous command, baving drawn three arrows 
from his quiver, struck the spole on his child's 
head with the first. And when the King asked 
him why he bad drawn three arrows, wnen he 
was to use only aue, he told him: “It was to 
kill yourself, you who give wicked commands, in 
case I should miss the first shot.” 

This story occurred in the Danish history of 
Saxo Grammaticus, who lived in the twelfth cen. 
tury. The same story is to be found under vari- 
ous forms iu other countries, and there are those 
even who claim that it is au Aryan myth. 

It is surmised that an abridgment of the his- 
tory of Saxo Grammaticus, written by a German 
mouk, called Gheismer, came into the possession 
of the author of the White Book; for here 
it is that mention is first made of the hat hoisted 
by Gesler at the end ofa pole, at Uri, under 
the lime-trees :

He became the hero of the 
“Tellenlied ” (the song of Teil), a popular song 
which made ite appearance for the first time about 
1474. I is in this production that the previous 
Tall is known by the name which clung to the 
character ever afterwards, Wiliam Tell. Says 
the anonymous bard : 

It is of the confederation that I sing; 

Wonderful was their success; 

Their's is a wie and holy alliance. 

It ia of the beginving of the confederation I sing, 
A noble country, the real kernel thereof ; 


It is circled about by the mountains, 
securely than by walls;

And so the song proceeds. There is no men- 
tion in it of Stoupacher or of the others. They 
have disappeared. They reappear again, how- 
ever, in various chronicles, especially in that 
of Petermaun Etterlin in 1507 ; put even in this 
they occupy only a subordinate place. Teli is 
here transformed. His character changes. He 
is not the simple peasant playing the fool. He 
becomes now the man of action, of wise counsel 
adroit, proud, and haughty. The time. ef his 
appearance is fixed in 1296. The names, too, 
of the men of Melchi or Melchthal are for the 
first time given ; names which remain ever af- 
terwards. But the fable has not even yet 
crystallized into ita permanent form. It was re- 
served to the Plutarch and Herodotus of 
Switzerland,” Tschadi, to give it the finishing 
touch.

DR. DE KOVEN, 
CAUSES OF HIS DEFEAT. 
The returns that have come in up to this time 
of the vote of the Standing Committees of the 
different Dioceses place the fact beyond doubt 


chat a majority of the whole number will refuse 


to confirm the election of Dr. De Koven as 
Bishop of Illinois. The vote, as far as heard 
from, stands 10 for confirmation and 21 against, 
intelligence baving yesterday been received to 
tho effect that Connecticut, which was said to 
have rejected him, has not acted in the matter. 
There is no doubt, however, that its decision will 
be adverse. 

Upon this showing. Dr. De Koven's friends are 
compelled to admit his defeat. His rejection by 
the Church at large, following the defeat of bis 
eandidacy before the Diocesan Couventions of 
Massachusetts and Wisconson for the Bishopric, is 
important as igdicating the strength and charac- 
ter of differing opiuiou on the question of Ritual- 
ism. In Dr. De Koven's case the question at 
issue was simpiy that, as there is a perfect 
uoanimity of opirion upon his pwity and 
character, bis splendid 
ability as an oratér, and bis executive 
end organizing talent. So far as considerations 
of a perscnai character had influence, they were 
in Dr. De Koven’s favor, eo that the action of 
the Church upon bis election to tbe Bishopric is 
strictly a test of the strength of the Ritualistic 
party. That this might be put beyond perad- 
venture, one of the reasons influencing the selec- 
tion was to vindicate the former action of the 
Convention in electing Prof. Seymour; aod this 
view of it was expressly stated and accepted by 
Dr. De Koven when the action of the Oonven- 
tion was announced to him at Racine.

One immediate result that may be cer- 
tainly predicted, if such contests as the one just 
gone through are continued, will be the lowerin 
of the Bishopric by an influx of mediocoriciés. 
While the clergy retain the nominating power, 
and the laity merely the right toaccept or reject, 
it is evident tha: a settied divergence of views 
will result in a compromise by which the clergy 
will select persons acceptable to them, but who 
lack suilicient force and hosesty of character to 
give their doctrines promineace enough to alarm 
the laity. The rerult in the ee case ought 
to covvince the G ergy of tac Diocese of Lilinois 
that it is useless to dash against the lay senti- 
ment of tbe churches, and that it would be wise 
to make moderate use of the exclusive righte 
that the laity have the power to compei them to 
surreader.

Phillips 
likewise disclaimed all sympathy with Low 
Churchmanship, and said be would have op- 
posed Dr. Jaggar as strongly as Dr. De Koven.

THE . JUBILEE. 
ARCHBISHOP BAYLEY'S PASTORAL. 

Archbishop Bayley, of Baltimore, bas issued 
@ pastoral to the clergy of his diocese, calling at- 
tention to the great jabilee ordered dy Pope Pius 
IX. The Archbishop points out that there are 
cortain conditions necessary to the grantiug of 
the pleoary indulgence atgached to the jabilee. 
These are: 

Hrat— That those seeking the indulgence shail make 
a sincere confession of sin, and teceive the Holy Com- 
mun on. 

Seocnd—That four visite a oy for fifteen days shall 
be pid to the churches, It Will not be necessary to 
make four distinet journeys to gain the indulgence, 
but it will euffice to make a visit to the church, go out 
and return until the four visite are accomplished, and 
it isnot necessary that the fifteon days shall be con- 
secutive. 

Turd—C oistered nuns and persons suffering from 
corporal infirmities or impeded by other causes are 
dispensed from the obligat.on of making the above- 
mentioned visits, but in piace of them they shall read 
over carefully the Devotion of the Way of the Croes or 
Pees: other fermuls of prayers appointed by their con - 

essor. 

Vourth—When making these visits the faithful will, 
as directed by tae Holy Father, pray for the pros- 
perity of the Cataolic Church and of the Apostolic 
See, tor the extinction of heresy and error, for the 
conversion of all whe have strayed away from the 
truth, and for the peace aud unity of the whole Chris- 
tian peaple.” 

iyth—These indulgences may be applied by way of 
sud rage to the souls of those who, while united to God 
by charity, have quitied this worid, 

The Arcabishop goes on to explain that in- 
dulgence couveys the following blossings: 
‘* Forgiveness of all our sius—remission of the 
temporal punishment due on account of them 
the opportunity of a complete return into the 
favor of God, that so our remaining life may be 
entirely given to His service.“ 

Archbishop Bayley theu goes on to make some 
remarks on the character of the times, in which 
occurs the following : 

The age in which we live is pre-emincntly an age of 
worldiiness and materialism, Tue old doctrines of re- 
ligion have lost their hoid upon the hearts of tae great 
majority of men. Even those priuciples of trutaf ul- 
ness aud honor and self-respect which came from 
religion, and influenced the conduct of so many who 
cousl pot be calied religious men themselves, have 
parsed away. And the couseqjuence is that in the 
midet of great seeming temporal pros ty there is a 
reckless disregard of truth, justice, hocosty, and 
morality which makes thoughtful persons tremble for 
the future. 

It is impossible to live in such an atmosphere and 
net be aflected by it. There can be no doubt that it 
has lowered the tone of religious faith and practice 
among us, To go back to the ear.y days of our re- 
ligion and compue ourselves with the pii.nitive Chris- 
tlans would humble us too much. aose who have 
written upon the subject explain the rapid diffusion 
of Christianity chiefly by the influence which the ex- 
ample and living virtues of the early Christians had 
upon the Pagans who surrounded them. But if we go 
back only to the last century, before the desolating 
principles of the French B>volution had changed, we 
may say, the face of Europe, and compare what was 
thea regarded as a good Christian life, with our pres- 
ent standard of practice, wé have sufficient cause for 
humiliation, 

From the memoirs of those times, and from the 
daily life of Catholics in many parts of Europe, where 
the malaria of liveralism and infidelity has not yet 
penetrated, we find that all Christians were formerly 
accustomed, in cases of absolute hindrances, 
te be present at the daily mass; that monthly and 
weekly, and even daily, communion. were very com- 
mon among the men, even within the circle of the 
Royal Court; that no Christian whose position in life 
gave him the nevessary leisure felt that he was doing

Innocent souls, they thought the Fourth of 
July idea covered December and reached clear around 
to June.

It thus stems dangerous to put upon American lib- 
erty any strict, literal construction, It is all well 
enough if freedom be defined the privilege of voting a 
planter’s ticket, and if it be accompanied by a peaceful 
disposition that keeps away from the schoo!-house, and 
avoids education and any loud speech ia favor of 
Grant or Sheridan, Freedom down South must be 
accompaniad with modesty and becoming humility.

The Christian World, in a leading article on 
Messrs, Moody and Sankey, says: 

The age ia beyond all other ages intellectual, and it 
is on the very face of the Moody and Sankey revival 
that itis the least intellectual of all revivals. It ad- 
dresses itself expressly to the feclings by means of a 
popular orator and a musical performer. Mr. Moody 
is, we gladly believe, a sincere and earnest man; but, 
unless he has been persistently misrepresented, he 
substitutes strong assertion for argument, and dog- 
matic confidence for intelligent faith, T N not 
the kind of revivalism that is most needed in the pres- 
ent day. We cannot see that it would be unreasonable 
in any workingman to tell Mr. Moody that he thinks 
Prof. Huxley a better authority than Mr. Moody on 
cosmogony, and Mr. Westcott a better authority than 
Mr. Moody on the history and inspiration of the 
Bible. Mr, Moody speaks with peremptory dogmatism 
on both points. He objects to reports of his address- 
es, aud we trust that when he arrives in the me- 
tropolis we shall find either that he has 
been misrepresented or that his exhorta- 
tions have become more spiritual; but we 
have been wonderfully misinformed if he does not de- 
pend teo much upon appeals to terror. The preaching 
of fear, even when itis unexceptionable on doctrinal 
grounds, requires to be most carefully guarded, Itis 
pegfectly certain—every doctor will tell you so—that in 
certain states of the nerves, orin very early life, per- 
sous can be thrown into fits of terror by mere imagina- 
tive stimulants without any action upon the reason 
whatever. To gather little children in close rooms 
and harrow up their souls by pictures of hell is simply 
abominable, Accustomed to believe all that their 
parents and instructors tell them, the children are 
passive in the hands of their tormentors, and the ef- 
fect is as easily produced as it is sure to be either fleet- 
ing or lestingiy injurious, There are several kinds of 
false or feeble reasoning apt to be introduced in ad- 
dresses to general audiences, and printed in tracts. 
Some one, for example, has sworn that he would 
not go to a revival meeting, and has fallen 
down dead, This is practically given out as a miracle. 
The unreasoning speaker does not reflect that Papiste 
can produce, on demand, any number of such miracies 
or special providences, Dr. Newman, in his Gram- 
mar of Assent,” makes use of such an illustra- 
tion as is imputed to Mr. Moody, e terrible 
connected with these sensational anecdotes is that they 
may fix on the mind of some person of tender con- 
science, suggest that the unpardonable sin has been 
committed, and lead to madness or death. Another 
mode of working on the sensibilities, apart from the 
reasoning faculties, is by stories of death-beds, Surely 
it stands to common sense that the preciouspess of

_ Mies Abbott was born in Chicago in 1850, and 
her early life was spent in this city and in Wie- 
consin. The story of a childhood of squalor 
and wretchedness” that hes been circulated 
about her is quite too highly drawn. Many 
years ago the father, a strange and visionary 
kind of man, abandoned his family to the care 
of an older son, and through his exertions, 
though often in straightened circumstances, 
they were kept from actual want.

She has mastered four lauguages, and 
committed several operas, so that she will come 
upon the stage thoroughly furnished and 
eyulpped with gifts that will tascinate the most 
critical audience. Sue is very petite, fair, aud 
girlish in appearance. Her face, though not 
| beautiful, is fall of expression, and miriora her 
energy and genius. 

While in Europe, she bas not been. without 
kind and helping friends.

NEW YORK CODE AXD LAW REFORM: 


Lecture by Prof. Denslow. 

Prof. Deuslow delivered the Saturday public 
lecture before the College of Law yesterday, on 
the New York code as compared with the Illinois 
system of practice. He began by saying that 
the Lilinois system is s compound of three sys- 
tems or codes, First, there is so much of Chitty 
as has been adopted, retained, and not modified. 
Secondly, there is the Practice act, forming a 
code in itself more subversive of English prac- 
tice in some features than the New York code; 
and, finally, there was an oral code 
to be learned only by practice in the courts, 
comprising customs which might have come from 
Kentucky or Virginia, but which were usknown 
to the cifmmon law. Such is the custom of giv- 
ing three speeches to each party on the trial, in- 
stead of two; of making motions in arrest of 
jadgment and for new trial before the single 
Judge who tried the canse, instead of before ihe 
other Judges in banc, and many others. The 
Practice act is a series of independ, 
ent and disconnected ameadments, framed 
by different minds, and baving 
bo necessary barmony with each other or with the 
system they are designed to fit into. They are 
the ahot-holes left by Granger and farmer legis- 
lators in the venerable edifice of the common 


law 

The New York code is not ot this character, 
It was drawn by David Graham, the author of the 
sblest work on common law pleading and prac- 
tice ever published in America, by David 
Dudley Field, aud by « third lawyer, less 
known at the West. les inspiration, how- 
ever came from Jeremy Bentham, Sif Samuel 
2 aud Lord Brougbam, whose speech of 
eight hours in length ov law reform in 1828 
seta forth all the changes contained in the New 
York code of 1543, thy twenty years later, 
The American Encrclépodia isin error in st- 
tributang Broucham's labors in law reform to the 
Now York code. That code is itself the result 
of his labors. 

Tho code differs from our system chiefly in ute 
greater efficicncy in brieging about ar 
termination of causes, and in making the Bat 
serviceabie in colhecting debis, for wbich pur- 
pose the speaker 1 egarded the Bar of Illinois as 
practically worthiess, because they had no 
efiiciont instruments to work with, lo New 
York, the party jadicialy determined to be 
in tae right could always make the wrong:

HISTORY OF THE MORDAUNT DIVORCE CASS. 
New York Herald, 

This celebrated cheo—tho action of Sir Charles 
Mordaunt, Bart., agaiost his wife, Harriet Sarab 
Monecrieffe, for divorce, ou the ground of sdul- 
tery committed by the wife with different par- 
sons—was placed on trial ia London during the 
month of February, in the year 1870, before 
Lord Penzance and a special jury. 

THE PLAINTIFF AND DEFENDANT. 

Sir Charles Mordaunt resides at Massingham, 
in the County of Norfolk, and at ome portion of 
hia life represented South Warwickshire in Par- 
liament. He was born on the 28th of April, in 
the year 1836, and gucceeded to the Baronetcy by 
the death of his father, the tenth Baronet, on 
the 27th of September, 1545. 

On the 7th of December, 1966, he married 
Harriet Sarah Mone¢rieffe, the fourth daughter of 
Sir Thomas Monorieffe, Bart, who bore him one 
child, a daughter, dn the 23th of February, 1869. 
Sir Charles Mordagnt proved to be a domestic 
discipl narian—aus in manner, peremptory, 
scrupulous, andsevere. Lady Mordaunt was, on 
the contrary, ot a/ cheerful disposition, lively, 
fond of company, and elightly gay in manner.
